"We marched up, flags flying, drums beating, 
Into the temple ffrounds, and used the balcony 
outside the temple ns a platform. For one and 
a half hours 'we sang, played, testified, Wo were ' 
listened to with the greatest interest by a mass of 
poor devotees who never saw Tlie Army before. 
Tho crowd was so dense it was difilculfc to move 
in or out. Between o;ie and two thousand people 
woro before us the wholo time. I'here was no 
word of opposition or resentment. Prom our plat- 
form jjlarious teatimanies of Christ's power to 
save wero given. 

"After tho Meeting Teslainentfi were ottered 
for Bsie. All our stock was bought up In a fevi^ 
mlnntes. I never felt so keenly the lack of a 
language. Translation was out of the Question 
wltR that masff. After a very, few wordn, I put 
up Chinese OdlcGrs, Cadets, Converts. They did 
splendidly^ Thoy di;d not hesitate to tell how the}/ 
oncft went to the same temple to worship blindly. 
Now they had found One who can really savo 
from sin. 

"Vou may bo' sure the god of weatth had 
plenty of visitors. In one temple I saw a brsss 
Jiorso—Iifo size. One priest told me thoee who 
worshipped would be cured of all dlseDaeti. I am 
convinced the people's faith fn thlb kind of thing 
IS very slender. Many admit It, but Bay, "door 
of custom is not'opcn.*'^ Their faith, fear, or hope 
means about as much aa the faith of those Mn 
England who hang up a horse shoe to brhig lurh. 
It was refreshing to hear teatlmonles orthw-f 
saved from this bondage. 

"I saw one temple not used. I hope on a 
future occasion to hold Meetings right in U."
